There 
may be hundreds of millions of bonds is- 
sned in duplicate; bonds purchased and 
paid for may be outstanding again; the 
old issues of greenbacks surrendered for 
new ones may be again afloat, the forty 
millions of fractional currency 
ing may be, in fact, twice thatsum. The 
only protection against all these things 
are the reports of the several officers, 
each of whom is his own bookkeeper. 
There is no examination; the reports of 
these officers are final as against the pub- 
lic. The man who would suggest an ex- 
amination as to the real facta, and as to 
the correctness of these books, would 
probably be pronounced a traitor, who 
should be shot upon the spot. 

No merchant, or bank, or corporation 
has ever existed that has ever been able 
to keep business accounts in order with- 
out eternal vigilance. The books of 
cashier,, teller, bookkeeper, and re- 
ceiver need incessant comparison and 
_| scrutiny; and yet, despite the utmost 
care and vigilance, there are cases made 
_| known every day where, by collusion be- 
bookkeeper and a teller or 
cashier, the money of banks and other 
corporations is taken in large amounts, 
and, by falee entries in the books, the 
thing has been kept secret for years. 
Compared with the amounts handled in 
the Treasury Department by the heads of 
afew Departments, the transactions of 
ever the largest bank are utterly insig- 
nificant. In the Treasury, the chances 
against detection are infinitely less 
than in a private institution, while the 
amount which may be appropriated dis- 
honestly is counted by millions. We 
do not impeach the honesty of any indi- 
vidual employed in the Treasury,—though 
the statement that the Treasury has 
received and handled five thonsands of 
millions of dollars in cash, and twice that 
sum in securities, in ten years, without a 
difference of one cent in all the books of 
all the bookkeepers, is surprisingly mar- 
vellous, and we believe has never had a 
precedent in fact. But what we do think, 
and have said, is, that the time has come 
when there should be an examination of 
these books; that the number of all out- 
standing bonds should be ascertained and 
compared with those heretofore can- 
celled; that some explanation should 
be given of the fact, that, thongh the 
loss and destruction or greenbacks are a 
matter of daily occurrence, an unavoid- 
able event, the amount outstanding is 
never reduced, is never changed.

This 
statement comes to us now from Mobile, 
in which this law is said to be contained 
in Chapter 712, United States Laws of | 
1871. In no case is the text of the law 
given, and there is no such chapter as 712 
in the Laws of 1871. The only thing per- 
taining to this subject that we find in 
the Laws of 1871 is in the 19th section of 
the Enforcement act of Feb. 28, 1871, 
which provides:

This section is very different from the 
law said to have been passed. If any 
other act has been passed on the subject 
since Feb. 28, 1871, it should be published.

THE CAMPAIGN OF OFFICIAL CORRUPTION. 

It has now been successfully established 
that General Hartranft, the Grant candi- 
date for Governor of Pennsylvania, in 
collusion with Yerkes, who has been con- 
victed of frauds, and Mackay, the State 
Treasurer, has been guilty of the corrupt 
practice of speculating in Pennsylvania 
securities with moneys taken from the 
State Treasury. This charge has been 
driven home so fairly and eompletely by 
the Philadelphia Pres (Grant), that 
neither Hartranft, nor any of the other 
members of the Cameron Rin 
been able to establish the contrary. 
They are determined to force him 
upon the Republicans of Pennsylvania, 
with all his corruptions, and to carry him 
into power, if possible, with the same 
machinery with which they hope to carry 
the State for Grant. Meantime, the Press, 
not content with having fastened this 
charge upon him, now fastens another 
upon him, and produces the official fig- 
ures, showing that there is a deficiency 
of $363,844.51 in the Auditor General's 
office, growing out of Hartranft’s neglect, 
either from ignorance or intention, to col- 
lect the tax on 
permitting some of the wealthiest corpo- 
rations in Pennsylvania to escape un- 
taxed. The exhibite made in the case of 
one corporation alone—the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad Com- 
pany—show the deficiency stated above, 
the details of which are as follows: The 
tonnage account for the six years ending 
with 1871 shows a total deficiency of 
$177,322.04, the total tax due being 8194, 
400.20, and the total amount paid only 
$16,603.85. The receipts account for the 
same time, which is taxed three-quarters 
of one per cent, shows a total deficiency 
of $59,901.08, she tax due being $90,749.76, 
and the amount paid $20,868.68. The 
ateck account shows a deficiency of 
$51,169.49, the amount due being 8508, 
312.90, and the amount paid $457,343.41. 
The loan account shows a total deficiency: 
$74,951.40 being due, not a dollar of 
which has been paid, although by the 
statutes loans of railroad corporations 
are subject to tax upon the prin- 
cipal, althongh owned and held by a 
citizen of another State.
